If you do not 
show up Thursday as scheduled, we will mail the information to you no signature 
required. There will be no further communication on this specific request as we (Airport 
Police) believe we have acted in good faith and in accordance with the legal 
requirements.

Hi Ms. Benmoin, 
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I really don't want to discuss these issues in person. Therefore if I don't 
hear from someone at LAWA by 5 pm today with definitive answers to 
these questions I will have to reschedule my inspection for Thursday, 
November 21 at 9 am. Meanwhile, if you'd like to mail them to me by 
some method that doesn't require my signature, of course, that will 
suffice although it is certainly not ideal as I believe the law requires 
LAWA to transfer electronic records electronically. 

1. Will I be required to show ID in order to inspect records? 

2. What equipment will I be allowed to use to make my own copies of 
the records? 

Finally, as I'm sure you know by now, the law forbids LAWA from 
delaying my access to these records. So far, LAWA's insistence on 
mailing them by certified mail instead of using electronic means of 
transfer like you all do with every other kind of document has delayed 
my access for over a month. If your office continues to refuse to 
discuss the terms of inspection, that fact combined with my work 
schedule will add another three weeks to the delay.

I have not received the 
documents. You insisted on 
sending them in certified with 
signature required. I went to 
the Post Office when I got the 
slip and waited over an hour 
only to be told that they could 
not locate the envelope and 
that I should return. Since then 
my work schedule has not 
allowed me to return to the 
post office. 


The law requires LAWA to allow 
me to inspect records and to 
copy them during inspection 
using my own equipment. I 
don't have to use a USB drive 
to do this, but you have to 
figure out some way to let me 
copy them. Please let me know 
in advance what this will be. 
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However, I appreciate your 
offer to allow me to take a copy 
at no cost. I am taking time off 
work to come to LAX to inspect 
these records, and this is only 
necessary because you 
continue to refuse to transfer 
records to me by some means 
that actually works. The cost to 
me for this trip, made 
necessary by APD's weirdly 
intransigent tactics, is about 
$350 including travel time. 
Please confirm that you will 
reimburse me at the time of 
inspection. If you're not willing 
to do this please confirm that 
you will find some way for me 
to make my own copies while 
I'm there.
